Regulations of tbe Board of Health.
1st. The Board of Health, or its Agent, will visit the

fish, vegetable and meat markets, or other placea where
such articles are exposed for sale, at any time it may
deem fit, ordering said markets or placea to be properly
cleaned, and any decayed animal or vegetable matter to
be immediately removed therefrom.

2nd. No slaughter house will be allowed within the
boundaries of the City of Honolulu, or any of the public
highways leadiug to it, or on the banks of any river or
stream where the water is used for drinking or domestic
purposes, or in any situation not first approved by the
Board of Health.

3rd. No person is allowed to dry or salt hide or skins
within the boundaries of the City of Honolulu, or in any
other place close to, or to windward of the City, or in any
place not first approved by the Board of Health.

4th. AH privies, cesspools, drains, sewers, ponds, or
other places containing stagnant water, manure or filth,
found in a state prejudicial to the public health, will be
cleansed by the Board, or its Agents, at the expense of
the person or persons owning them, if not cleansed
within forty-eig- ht hours after the owner or occupier
have been notified by the Board, pursuant to section 10,
chapter 5y, of the Penal Code.

Sth. The Board of Health or its Agents will visit all
houses in which they may suspect there is an Insufficient
supply of fresh air for the support of health to the inhab
itants, whether from want of proper ventilation, over
crowding, or otber causes, and will order such bouses tq
be properly ventillated, and take-suc- other measures as
may appear to them to be necessary.

6th. Any badly cured meat or other substances, emit-- l

ing a noxious or deleterious effluvium, will be immediately
removed at the expense of tbe owner from the premises
where they are stored, due notice having first been given
by the Board of Health or its Agents.

7th. No person shall keep swine within the boundaries
of the City of Honolulu.

8th. No person shall throw dead animals on any of the
public streets or highways.

8th. No interment will be allowed in or about Honolu-
lu without the written permission of the Agent of the
Board of Health who will issue these permits on appli-
cation at bis office. A statement of sge, sex, and cause of
death will be required.

10th. A place on the Esplanade 1b set apart for the de-
posit of rubbish or filth to be carried from the City.

11th. All persons are hereby strictly prohibited from
depositing any rubbish or filth upon any street, lane,
wharf or vacant lot, within the boundaries of the City of
Honolulu.

12th. Landlords will be held responsible for tbe pro-
per ventillation of and overcrowding of the Chinese
habitations.

13th. Salted or green hides shall not be stored within
the CityimiU.

14th. "''Any person violating any of the above regula-
tions is liable to be fined in a sum not exceeding one
hundred dollars, as proved in Section 285 of the Civil
Code.

We beg to call attention to
the recently revised regulations of the Board of Health
for the city of Honolulu, under the head of By Authority.
If faithfully carried out, they should prove effective in
preserving the public health so far as human precau
tions can accomplish that end.

Tub Chinese Still Coax. The bark " fytiigemui " from
Whampoa, China, arrived here on the 21st instant, after a
passage of 54 days, bringing 217 Chinese, 213 male snd 4

females. In consequence of light winds tha vessel was
detained within four hundred xuilee of the harbor for
fourteen days. A Chinese boy aged ten years died on the
passage.

Tbe Ciacra The sawdust arena has been well patron
ised during the last week, a'nd tbe performances have
pleased and satisfied all who attended. ' The matinee on
Thursday afternoon gave the little ones an opportunity to
enjoy the antics of the clowns, and all seemed to enjoy
themselves hugely.

Lajboe Cockroaches. A recently arrived European em-
ployed as a cook in a Honolulu restaurant wa astounded
one morning on finding two craw-fis-h on his kitchen ta-

ble, placed there by his employer, to be cooked for break-
fast. They were alive and kicking, having just been
caught. He having never seen such creatures before,
thought they were big cockroaches, and banged them to
death with a broomstick.

Lost at Sea. The Captain of the Bark R. C. Wylit,
which arrived here on the 11th instant from Hamburg,
reports that at six o'clock on the night of August 2d
while in latitude 39 S, 83 W, a seaman, Carl Hoff-meeste- r,

fell from the yard arm into the sea and wa lost.
Every attempt was made to rescue him but to no avail,
as the wind was blowing a heavy westerly gale at the
time. He was 33 years of age and a native of Prussia.

The Doo Poisoners. The three persons, Narcissus
Perry, John Silva, Jr., and Kanana, arrested on suspicion
as being the distributor of the poisoned meat which
caused the sudden taking off of so many canines, were
brought up for trial before the Police Judge on the 2Cth
inst., on a charge of malicious mischief, and Judge
Jones, after hearing the evidence for the prosecution,
the defence offering none, committed them for trial be-
fore the Supreme Court.

The fact of her sailing will be received by the
next mail from the East. The natives of the Azores
are said to be agriculturists almost exclusively, and
therefore more to be desired than the mixed lot of me
chanics cobblers, tinkers and all aorta who came by
the Ravenscrag. But yet they are all far more desirable
than the male Chinese who are now crowding the streets
of Honolulu, for the reason that the Portuguese are a
home-creatin- g people, which tbe Chinese are not. The
latter have many admirable traits as to patience, industry
and thrift, but they have apparently no idea of what con-

stitutes the family. Without the family, no nation can
be truly civilized. The normal condition of woman in
China, as is well known, is that of absolute servitude of a
most revolting nature. In the countries of Europe and
America, a woman is honored, and as a consequence the
civilization and enlightenment of the people increases.
We welcome tbe incoming of these Portuguese immi-
grants ; and we hope soon to be able to announce the ar-

rival of several hundred more South Sea Islander. But
please, gentlemen of tbe Board of Immigration, don't
give ns any more Chinamen !

Canute Mobtalitt. Dogs afford the uppermost topic
of conversation in the metropolis at the present time,
though nearly two weeks have elapsed since the fatal
attempt against their well being. Those who have not
lost dogs have suffered by others losing them. Tbe wise
man ssys, " a living dog is better than a dead lion." We
are prepared to bear out this ststement unless it can be
demonstrated that a dead Hon is infinitely better than a
dead dog. For several days after the late canine mor-
tality we were flanked on the right and left by the re-

mains of once happy dogs of various sizes. It was some
time before we were fully cognizant of these prepara-
tions against our inalienable right to fresh air; at length
after some preliminary shelling, the bombardment begun
in earnest.
